FPhotographs (Hinsteating this atory will be
found on the plotorinl page of this Lasue,
A group of “live wires” in West Phitadel-
phia, banded together in the Bherwood Im-
provement  Association, have claaned up
thalr district until (it ehines like spotlesa
town,

They started with a simpla ldea, and
the thing devaloped untll they found theme
solven doing engineering work, They hegan
to get rld of mobqultoes and ended by
buflding & bridge. Now they are resting,
aithough aw soon as they ean catch thelr
mecond wind they are going ahead with more
Improvementa,

Most of the membars of the Sherwood
Improvement Aspociation are commerdial
men, but they htive learned thut they are
pretty good laborsre, too, to say nothing of
being englnecrs and money ralsers All
the exponse of thelr campaign, #o fur as raw
material was concerrisd., was borne by the
membern of the asaociation, and nll the
wetunl work has been done by them, too,

The Ildea camn first to David L Moore,
treastirer of the aswociation. He lHven it
GRGE Willows avenus. He walked across
the street 10 hls neighbor, W, J. Willlams,
who llves at G368 Willows avenue, #anhd
suggestad to Mr. Willinms that the Sher-
wood Tmprovement Assoclotien get rid of
mosquito-hreeding placea. It seemed like
i good ldea.

They called together about w domean of
tha Sherwood enthuslasts and marched
down to Cobb's Creel. That was In June,
When they finished Cobb'a Creek woas swoept
alean of all Lrush nnd places where moa-
quitoss had thair breeding places, from
Springfeld avenus to Hoffman avenue, al-
most a4 mile

It took them some time to do 1t, but whan
they finlshed their ne'ghbors begin to re-
mark that the mosquitoes weren't biting any
more. The work was lahorlous; there wans
cutting and hauling galore, some of It so
diffieult that Dr, Cyrus W. Friday brought
his automohile down to the creck bink
and used It ns an autotruck.

When that job wam over the mombeors
turnad to the next Improvement. They de-
clded to bulldl a bridge, between Whithy
avenun und Willows avenue, over the creck,
connecting the eity with Mt Morlah Ceme-
tery, Befors that bridge was there one
had to make a wide detour to get acromn
the stream.

Mr. Willlams owns up to belng nlmost ns
muech of un englneer ns o salesman, which
latter vocation he follows on weekdays, and
he drew up the plans for the bridge, 'They
Kot the best timbers by gotng down In their
pockets and subseribing for the lumber, and
then the men pitched together to do the
carpenter work, Mayor Smith, while he
doesn’'t lay any clalm to belng any sort of
engineer, rode out there one day on horse-
back to see this work of which he had heard
much; and he pronounced it to ba first clnss,

When the work was firat begun permission
had to be obtalned from Chief Engineer
Vogdes, of the Falrmount Park Commilssion.
Ho demurred, because he didn't think these
business men could do a satisfactory joh,
Finally he gave his consent: now ho's glad
he did.

NEW YORK FINANCIER,
ONCE A PEDDLER, DIES

J. Seligman, Oldest Stock Ex-
change Member, Succumbs
at Summer Home

LONG BRANCH, N. J, Aug. 3lL.—James
Sellgman, a retired member of the firm of
J. and W, Sellgman & Co,, New York bank-
ers, dled at hiy summer home here at the
nge of 92 yvearn. He was the oldest mem-
ber of the New York Stock Exchange.

His life cannat be bettsr told than in hia
own words, spoken on the eve of his 53th
birthday:

"] was born In 1824 In Balersdorf, Ger-
many,” he sald. "My mother conducted a
store Independently of my father, who was
u woolen merchant, and looked after the
home as well. 1 was the third son.

“My parents sent mae to the village school
until T was 11 years old. Then they ment
ma to Floss, 100 miles from home, to
learn the weaver's trade from my uncle and
aunt. Three years later 1 returned to
Batersdorf. When [ was 2 years old two
wagonloads of people left Balersdorf for
Amerlca and my eldest brother Joseph went
with them. He went tw FPennsylvania,
where ha obtilned a poaltion as cashiar in
i ocon! mine at n salary of §400 a year.

“In the spring of 1879 two wagonloads
of peasants again left our little village, my
brother William and myself among them.
I waus then 16 years old. We each had
$40 from our mother sewed In a little bag
around our walsts. I went to Mauch Chunk,
Fa., whera my brother Josaph secured mas a
position as apprentice to a carpsnter in
Dethlehem, Pa. 1 was to remain a year
with him for my board until I had learned
the trade. ¥Four months Iater [ declded to
quit the business.

“My brother Joseph then went to Heth-
lehem and expended 3300 for Jewslry—rings,
bracelsts and watches, some gold-plated,
others German silver. With these goods as
% loan and the 340 given me by my mother
I went to work peddling, and on the Arst
day sold more than §100 worth of the goods
1 kept at the occupation In Fennaylvania
for & yoear with success The following
year I went SHouth and mads $1000

“Jeseph and Willam decided to peddls
also. I came North to mest them and in
1840 infiuenced them to go South with me
We decided to contipus as merchants, and
after & fow years we opened A dry goods
store In Greensboro, Ala., with Joseph as
manager. The rest of us kept on as
peddiers, and later & second store was
opened In Utah, Ala. T continued itinerant

“We later sold our southern stores and
came North, Willlam opened & dry goods
store In Bt Louls apd Jesse took oharge
of one in Watertown, N, Y. In 1846 Joseph
and I planned to open an Important housa
in New York under the names of J, & W.
Sallgman & Co, ut the corner of Beekman
strest. We Ald falrly well until the gold
faver struck the country, and Willlam,
Jesse, Honry and Leopold caught the fever
and went to San Prancisco, where they
opened & stove In 1841,

“After elght years Jossa and Willlam re-
turped to New York and opensd a dry goods
store In this clty. Through Willlam our
stores recelved contracts from Lhe Governe
ment (0 supply.soldiers’ uniforme, and thesa
contracts amounted to several millions of
dollare  Afier the Civil War we decided
W Fo Inte the banking business, and a
yoar lator Jease went to Frankfort to opun
& bank., We sold United States Govers-
ment bonda, which were the first to go
to . Liler Abraham epensd & bank-
n this city, and Lase, wmy
younger brother. and Lecpold estsblished a
hrapch in London. Willlam soon afterward
went o Parls and sstablished & SHellgman
bank there"
